I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1948. 

The  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  contained  in  Circular  170/47  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  dated  31st  December  1947,  and  on  the  lines  indicated 
in  Circular  3/49  dated  17th  January  1949. 

The  population  of  the  area  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  is  12,760  showing  an  increase  of  830  over  1947. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  18.9  shows  a  decrease  compared  with 
the  figure  of  22  for  1947,  but  compares  favourably  with  the 
figure  of  17.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Death  Rate  of  11.9  is  an  improvement  on  the  figure  of 
13.4  for  1947. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  49.6  is  practically  the 
same  as  in  1947  and  is  disappointingly  high  as  compared  with 
the  figures  of  34  for  England  and  Vifales  and  37  for*  the 
County  of  Cumberland. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  maternal  deaths  occurred 
from  puerperal  causes. 

There  was  a  fairly  sharp  epidemic  of  Measles  which  was 
unusual  for  the  ti  me  of  year  m  that  the  outbreak  commenced 
towards  the  end  of  July  and  had  reached  its  peak  by  early 
September.  Measles  epidemics  more  commonly  occur  in  the 
periods  November  to  January,  or  May  to  June.  There  were  no 
deaths. 
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. 0ne  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year 
against  none  in  1947.  Diphtheria  is  now  a  preventable 
disease  provided  a  high  percentage  of  the  child  population 
is  immunised,  and  our  aim  must  be  towards  complete  prevention* 
This  can  only  be  obtained  by  immunisation  of  all  infants 
before  the  age  of  one  year  and  by  re-inoculation  (booster 
injections)  at  5  year  intervals  until  the  age  of  10  or  12 
years*  X  am  glad  to  say  that  in  this  area  parents  have 
co-operated  well  in  the  immunisation  campaign,  but  there  is 
still  room  for  improvement. 


The  Housing  problem  gives  cause  for  anxiety  as  there  are 
still  too  many  families  living  under  overcrowded  and  bad 
housing  conditions. 


The  coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  1946  on ^ July  5th  1948,  has  made  little  difference  so  far 
as  your  duties  as  a  District  Council  are  concerned* 

There  has  been  a  slight  lifting  of  the  financial  burden 
m  tne  prevention  and  treatment  of  illness* 

Tn  conclusion  my  thanks  are  duo  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council,  and  to  all  members  of  the  Health 
Staff  for  their  loyal  help  and  consideration  in  this  my 
first  year  6i  of ± ice*  1  should  also  like  to  thank  my 

predecessor,  Dr.  I*  Spedding  Jones,  for  his  valuable  help

The  employment  situation  during  the  year  remained 
satisfactory  there  being  practically  no  unemployment.  About 
50  names  remained  on  the  Unemployed  Register,  but  these  were 
people  who  were  unemployable  owing  to  physical  or  medical 
unfitness. 

The  main  industries  of  the  District  still  consist  of:- 

Iron  Manufacture 
Iron  Ore  Mining 
Agriculture 
Leather  Manufacture, 

In  addition  there  are  the  following: - 

Fancy  Leather  G-oods  Factory 
Childrens  Clothing  Factory 
Plastic  G-oods  Factory 
Hose  (Stocking)  Factory. 

The  Stocking  Factory  was  established  towards  the  end  of 
1948,  and  although  only  employing  some  30  people,  about  50$ 
of  these  are  disabled  persons.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
total  number ' employed  in  this  factory  will  increase 

considerably. 

Work  at  the  Royal  Ordnance  Factory  at  Bootle  and  Drigg,  and 
at  the  Shoe  Factory,  Millom,  ceased  during  the  year,  but  some 
200  men  who  might  otherwise  have  been  unemployed,  found 
alternative  work  in  the  building  operations  at  Seascale  and 
Sellafield  in  connection  with  the  Atomic  Factory  at  present 
under  construction.

Of  the  total  deaths,  7  occurred  in  hospital,  It  will  he 
noted  from  the  table  that  6  died  within  4  weeks  of  birth,  and 
only  3  lived  beyond  2  months  of  birth. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  of  49,5  por  1000  births  is  a 
fraction  higher  than  in  1947  (49,4) ,  and  compares  unfavourably 
with  the  figures  for  the  Country  as  a  whole.  The  relative 
figures  are  shown  below.

A  possible  cause  of  this  high  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  may 
lie  in  the  fact  that  in  1947  and  1948,  half  the  t6tal  deaths 
were  due  to  Congenital  Malformations  and  Debility, 

In  the  Country  as  a  whole,  there  has  been  a  definite  riso 
in  such  deaths  over  a  considerable  period  of  time,  the 
proportion  of  such  deaths,  however,  remaining  in  the  region  of 
20  -  30 cjo  of  the  total  infantile  deaths. 

There  is  no  obvious  explanation  as  to  why  this  area  should 
have  such  a  high  percentage  of  deaths  from  congenital  causes, 
but  one  must  remember  that  statistics  based  on  small  numbers 
can  be  very  misleading.

The  total  deaths  from  all  causes  showed  a  decrease  of  8 
over  the  1947  figure  and  as  tho  population  has  increased  by 
830  to  12,760  the  Death  Rate  has  fallen ‘to  11.9  per  1000  of 
the  population  as  against  13.4  for  1947. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System  we re 
responsible  for  40 $  of  tho  total  deaths,  while  Cancer  deaths 
formed  17$  of  the  total.  In  1947  corresponding  figures  were 
44  and  12  respectively. 

The  remaining  figures  show  little  variation  as  compared 
with  those  of  the  previous  year.

Tho  Laboratory  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary,  Carlisle,  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Faulds,  carried  out  all  tho  clinical  and 
milk. sample  examinations  together  with  part  of  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  water*  Tho  service,  which  has  operated  since 
April  1947  as  part  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  is 
without  charge  to  this  Council*

The 


arrangements  as  described  in  the  1947  Annual  Report 
remained  in  force  until  July  5th  1948,  when,  with  the  advent  of 
tho  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  a  change  in  administrative 
control  occurred «  Under  Section  £7  of  tho  Hoaith  Act,  ambulance 
services  became  tho  responsibility  of  tho  County  Council. 

By.  virtue  of  these  powers,  an  ambulance  is  based  at  Millom. 
Transport  for  infectious  cases  is  by  special  ambulance  sent  from 
the  appropriate  Infectious  Disease  Hospital.  Those  arrangements 
have  worked  satisfactorily.  The  service  is  free  to  those 
using  it. 


Nursing  in  the  Home, 


Those  duties  continued  to  be  carried  out  ty  the  District 
Nurse  Midwives  employed  by  the  various  District  Nursing 
Associations  up  to  the  5th  July  194Q,  From  this  date,  according 
to  the  Health  Act  1946,  the  County  Council  became  rosuonsible  for 
the  service,  but  by  arrangement  between  tho  County  Council  and 
the  Cumberland  County  Nursing  Association  and  its  affiliated 
district  branches,  the  County  Nursing  Association  continued  tho 
work  on  an  agency  basis  on  behalf  of  tho  County  Council,  Thore 
has  been  no  change  in  tho  number  of  nurses  employed.  The 

previous  high  standard  of  work  has  boon  maintained  throughout 
the  year. 


The  County  Council  aro  responsible  for  Health  Visiting 
Service  and  have  a  Health  Visitor  stationed  at  Millom.  She  is 
responsible  for  home  and  school  visiting  and  also  attends  the 
Clinic  Centre.

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Mil lorn  Supply.  During  the  twelve  months  the  Lanthwaite  Filter 
Station  has  worked,  very  satisfactorily. 

The  level  of  water  in  Baystone  Bank  Reservoir  did  not 
drop  to  any  great  extent  throughout  the  year,  and  it  was  not, 
therefore,  necessary  to  pump  water  at  Whi cham  Pumping 

Station. 


Examination  of  test  lengths  of  pipes  has  given  rise  to 
some  doubt  as  to  the  effectiveness  of  Sodium  Silicate  as  a 
corrosion  inhibitor,  and  this  matter  is  being  investigated 
in  conjunction  with  The  Gandy  Filter  Co.  Ltd. 

Bootle  Supnly.  Throughout  .the  year  generally  this  supply  was 
satisfactory*-,  except  for  isolated  cases  of  failure  caused 
by  bursts  in  the  distribution  system. 

During  the  year  a  booster  set  was  installed  at  Bootle 
in  order  to  increase  available  pressure  during  times  of  peak 
demand,  but  with  the  closing  down  of  Wellbank  Holiday  Gamp 
and  consequent  reduction  in  the  quantity  of  water  consumed 
in  the  district,  sufficient  pressure  has  been  maintained  in 
the  system  without  making . use  of  the  pump. 

Whi cham  Sup p 1 y .  With  the  completion  of  the  Silecroft  pipe  line 
a  large  part  of  the  water  consumed  in  the  Whi cham  district 
is  now  obtained  from  Millom  Supply.  Until  the  capacity 
of  the  storage  tank  at  Whi cham  is  increased,  however,  it  is 
still  necessary  to  make  use  of  the  local  source,  and  in 
order  to  safeguard  the  quality  of  this,  a  temporary 
chlorine tor  has  been  fitted. 

Green.  Supply.  During  the  year  sufficient  water  has  been  avail¬ 
able  from  the  Spring  which  supplies  Hallthwaites  Tank  so  that 
•pumping  from  the  beck  has  not  been  found  necessary.  The 
major  part  of  main  laying  necessary  to  couple  this  to  the 
Millom  supply  has  now  been  completed  so  that  filtered  water 
should  be  available  to  this  district  in  the  near  future. 

Northern  Area.  The  quantity  of  v/ater  available  from  both 

Devoke  and  7/as twa ter  sources  has  been  satisfactory  through-¬ 
out  the  year. 

The  quality  of  the  water  from  Devoke  is  not  yet  entirely 
satisfactory  and  delay  has  occurred  in  obtaining  fittings 
necessary  for  the  introduction  of  chlorination  of  water  from 
this  source,  7/as t water  supply,  however,  which  serves  the 

major  portion  of  the  Northern  Area  has  been  of  very  good

Silecroft,  Drigg,  Eskdale,  Holmrook,  and  Hycemoor,  Bootle, 
are  still  without  water  carriage  sewage  disposal  systems, 

SCHOOLS . 

All  schools  'in  the  area  were  inspected  at  frequent  intervals 

during  the  year.  The  majority  of  the  schools  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

As  previously  noted  in  Annual  Reports,  Hycemoor  School. 
Bootle,  is  uhe  wcx s t  m  t_ie  area.  I  am  glad  to  say,  however,  ■ 
that  a  comprehensive  scheme  of  improvement  has  been  embarked 
on,  and  the  Education  Authority  are  spending  £3,600  on  internal 
improvements  and  extension  of  the  buildings.

The  sanitary  arrangements  at  Sslcdals  Low  and  High  Schools 
remain  the  sane.  I  can  see  no  hope  of  improvement  until  a 
public  water  supply  is  provided  whereby  both  schools  can  be 
given  a  water  carriage  system  of  sanitation. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  at  St.  James’  School,  Millom, 
were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  consisting  as  they  do  of  old 
fashioned  hopper  type  of  water  closets  with  insufficient 
flushing  system.  Flans  are  being  prepared  by  the  local 
managers  to  remedy  this  defect. 

Laps tone  Road  School  -  Infants’  and  Boys’  -  have  suffered 
from  the  lack  of  proper  heating  arrangements  in  the  past  and  it 
was  hoped  that  a  central  heating  system  would  be  installed. 

This,  however,  has  not  been  possible  but  meantime,  an  improved 
system  of  heating  by  stoves  has  been  approved  by  the  Education 
Authority.  It  is  -  expected  that  this  improvement  will  be 
effected  before  the  winter  of  1949 • 

A  new  school  canteen  was  opened  at  Captain  Shaw’s  School, 
Bootle  in  October  1948.  Meals  are  supplied  from  this  canteen 
to  Hycemoor  School. 

The  completion  of  the  canteen  at  Haverigg  Boys’  School  for  » 
use  of  the  Boys’  and  Girls’  Schools,  was  held  up  during  the  year 
owing  to  difficulty  of  supplies,  but  at  the  time  of  writing, 
the  canteen  is  in  full  use. 


The  schools  in  the  area  without  a  complete  canteen  service 
at  the  end  of  1943  were  Drigg,  Seascale  ,  Sskdalo  High  and  Low, 
Haverigg  Boys’  and  Girls’. 

Plans  were  passed  for  the  provision  of  a  self  contained 
canteen  at  Drigg,  while  the  Sskdale  Schools  received  a  modified 
service  (from  Gosforth  canteen),  consisting  of  hot  cocoa  and 
sandwiches.  As 'pointed  out -above,  the  Haverigg  schools  are 
now  provided  for. 

With  the  exception  of  Irton,  all  schools  in  the  area 
received  milk  supplies,  although  Muncaster  was  without  a  supply 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.

The  source  of  supply  of  all  school  milk,  in  general  with 
other  supplies,  is  inspected  regularly,  and  samples  of  milk 
are  submitted  for  laboratory  examination. 


The  general  condition  of  the  children  as  found  at  school 
medical  inspections  was  satisfactory  although  there  was  an 
increase  of  those  classified  as  *0*  nutrition.  The 
classification  of  nutrition  is  dependent  on  a  variety  of  factors 
and  even  more  so  on  the  individual  medical  officer’s  own 
standards.

The  object  of  these  Regulations  is  to  ensure  that  the 
manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream. is  carried  out  under 
hygienic  conditions.  Further  protection  is  afforded  by 
insisting  that  only  ice-cream  which  has  undergone  a  process  of 
heat  treatment  is  sold,  -  with  certain  permitted  exceptions. 

In  the  area  there  are  4  registered  premises  -  3  at  Millom 
and  1  at  Seascale  -  equipped  for  manufacture  of  ice-cream. 

All  have  been  subject "to  frequent  inspections  as  also  have  the 
20  premises  registered  for  storage  and  sale  only.  The  general 
cleanliness  of  these  premises  has  been  good. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  sending  samples  to  the 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  this  difficulty  will  be  overcome  during  1949.

of  the  Housing  Tenants  Sub-Committee  to  allocate  houses  to  the 
most  deserving  cases,  protests  are  constantly  being  received 
from  applicants  who  consider  that  they  have  not  been  dealt  with 
fairly.  This  dissatisfaction  will  prevail,  until  the  time 
arrives  when  the  Council  have  sufficient  houses  for  their 
purpose  • 

The  number  of  applications  for  Council  houses  on  the  31st 
December,  1948  was  249. 

At  this  stage  I  wish  to  refer  to  the  question  of  the 
conditions  under  which  many  families  are  existing,  not  living, 
in  cottages  which 'were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  habitation 
several  years  ago.  To  make  such  cottages  even  temporarily  fit 
at  reasonable  cost,  is  definitely  out  of  the  question. 
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They  have  now  reached  the  stage  when  demolition  is  the  only 
practical  method  of  dealing  with  them. 

The  time  has  arrived  when  an  effort  should  be  made  to 
rehouse  the  unfortunate  occupants  of  such  property,  and 
Ministerial  action  and  approval  in  the  matter  should  be  sought 
without  further  delay. 

Overcrowding^ 

As  already  stated,  overcrowding  is  one  of  the  problems  which 
appears  to  be  ever  present.  At  the  end  of  1943,  14  families 
were  known  to  be  living  in  overcrowded  conditions.  The 
number  of  persons  concerned  in  such  overcrowding  totalled  55. 

Some  of  the  families  included  in  this  figure  could  not  be 
accommodated  even  in  4  Bedroom  Type  Houses. 

Housing  Schemes . 

The  position  of  the  housing  schemes  under  the  control  of 
the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  briefly  as  follows: -

SMOKE  ABATEMENT, 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  heading,  there  being  no 
industries  in  the  area  which  might  give  rise  to  a  nuisance. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

87  inspections  of  bakehouses  were  made  during  the  year. 
No  action  was  necessary. 


With  the  new  regulations  now  in  -porce  for  the  sale  of  this 
commodity,  particular  attention  has  now  to  be  given  to  the 
conditions  under  which  the  same  is  manufactured,  stored  and 
sold  to  the  consumer. 


There  are  d  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  in  this  area,  all 
of  whom  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  regulations 
and  have  been  registered  for  this  purpose.  20  premises  have 
been  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream. 


Sampling  of  this  product  is  a  difficult  problem  in  this 
area.  The  laboratory  facilities  are  situated  some  70  miles 
distant  at  Carlisle.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  forward 
samples  of  the  commodity,  by  packing  same  in  Cardice, 
however,  on  arrival  at  the  Laboratory  it  was  found  to  be  in  an 
unsuitable  condition  for  examination.  It  will  be  seen  that

it  is  impossible  at  the  moment  to  form  a  true  picture  of  the 
quality  dnd  wholesomeness  of  the  commodity  as  sold  in  this 
district. 


FRIED  FISH  SHOPS. 


Inspections  have  periodically  been  made  of  all  such 
premises.  Improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  one  shop 
this  being  the  installation  of  modern  electrical  appliances. 

RATS  AND  MICH  DESTRUCTION. 

Systematic  treatment  of  the  Refuse  Disposal  tips  in  use 
throughout  the  area,  has  been  carried  out.  In  addition, 
special  baiting  and  treatment  of  main  sewers  and  the  Bootle 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  has  received  attention  at  frequent 
intervals."  By  this  means,  complaints  of  rat  infestation 
are  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  CINEMAS  &  PUBLIC  HALLS. 

Inpsections  have  been  carried  out  from  time  to  time  at 
these  places  of  public  entertainment  and  apart  from  minor 
defects  all  were  found  to  be  in  good  order  and  well  maintained. 

Certificates  as  to  the  condition  of  sanitary  accommodation 
at  these  premises  have  been  issued  on  request* 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

A  constant  and  satisfactory  service  has  been  maintained  in 
every  part  of  the  area  throughout  the  year.  At  no  time  have 
any  complaints  been  received  regarding  inefficient  service. 

Delivery  of  one  of  the  new  Dennis  Vehicles  was  effected  on 
24th  August  of  this  year, 'and  this  has  greatly  increased  the 
efficiency  of  the  service.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  extend 
the  collection  of  refuse  to  tho  Parish  of  Ulpha,  and  providing 
that  a  suitable  tipping  site  can  be  obtained  this  will  be 
commenced  early  in  the  coming  year.  With  the  increased 
development  now  taking  place  in  the  Mi) lorn  Area,  and  the 
proposed  large  scale  development  in  the  Parish  of  Seascale, 
the  Cleansing  Department  will  be  working  to  full  capacity. 

During  the  year  the  Department  disposed  of  250  refuse 
receptacles  •

I  wish  here  to  than!:  the  Council  for  the  improved  office 
accommodation ‘which  has  been  provided  for  the  Department  during 
the  past  year.  This  increased  accommodation  is  appreciated, 
and  it  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  conditions  endured 
previously. 

The  separation  of  the  offices  of  the  Medical  Officer  and 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  in  no  way  decreased  the  collaboration 
and  efficiency  of  the  departments. 

There  is  now  a  scheme  underway  for  the  provision  of  a 
Civic  Building  which  is  also  to  include  central  office  accomm¬ 
odation  for  the  Rural  District  Council.
